HISTORY OF THE ANNUAL SEASON WHEN THE PRACTICAL 


JOKEK REIGNS SUPREME.

April tears an d April sunshine, 


with their welcome largess and ver- 
dure, buds, and flowers, are ushered 
in by All Fools' day, when it is ques- 
tionable whether the average human 
does not give more thought to the 
ways and means by which his fellow- 
mortals may be ''taken in" than he 
does to all the beauties of nature that 
the day presages. 
But it may not 


occur to the merry jester, while he 
mentally hugs himself 
over some 


contemplated "sell," that that iden- 
tical April fool trick may have been 
perpetrated by his ancestors two cen- 
turies ago. 


It is not possible to trace with ab- 


solute certainty the origin of the cus- 
toms which have conspired to make 
this first day of April the especial 
possession of that muddling sprite, 
Robin Qoodfollow. 
It lias its af- 


linity in kind, though not in date, in 
the Roman saturnalia, when slave 
became master and master slave, and 
classic wits vied with each other in 
their attempts at tomfoolery. 
Tho 


Hindoos also have a festival cor- 
responding closely in character and 
time with All Fools' day. 
It is 


called the Feast of. Huli, and ends 
on tha last day of March. 
Its chief 


diversion is the sending; of people 
on absurd errands, which occasion 
much mirth for the jokers and great 
chagrin for the dupes. 


It is altogether presumable that 


France is responsible, for the origin 
of the "fool things" that are done on 
April 1. 
During the time that the 


"old style" or Julian calendar wr.s 
in force the year began on March 25. 
When Pope Gregory formulated his 
new system oC marking time, by 
•which the year began on January 1, 
France was in the van in its adop- 
tion. 
Under the old reckoning the 


French had observed March 25 much 
as Americans were wont (formerly to 
keep New Year's day—by the ex- 
changing of gifts and the making of 
formal calls-—and these 
festivities 


continued-unlit the'first day 6£*A~pril, 
at which time they ' reached their 
climax. 
After the reformed calen- 


dar was adopted and the New Year 
set back to January 1, only mock 
visits of ceremony were paid and 
counterfeit presents given on April 
1, and those who were so absent- 
minded as to receive-the visitors or 
accept the gifts were dubbed "pois- 
sons d'Avril," or April fish, near re- 
latives to the American "suckers." 


This idea of making "April fish," 


of one's neighbors seems to Imve 
taken n strong hold on the French 
intellect, and they continued it, even 
though the circumstances which gave 
it rise had sunk into oblivion. 


HISTORICAL JEST. 


The reluctance of the Frenchman 


to become a "fish of April" is ac- 
credited with having1 had much to do 
upon one occasion with making his- 
tory and with shaping1 tlie destinies 
of one o'f the most important duke- 
doms of Europe. The story goes that 
Francis, Duke of Lorraine, and his 
wife were held captive in the City of 
Nantes. 
One first of April they 


eluded their guard and. disguised as 
peasants, in the early morning; hours 
took "French leave." 
Some one, 


learning of the deception, ran to in- 
form the sentry at the city gate of 
the identity of the wayfarers. 
But 


the knowing- sentry 
only shouted 


"Poisson d'Avril." 
The 'governor, 


chancing later on to hear of the in- 
cident, ordered an investigation. Bui

having made good their escape.
